bloom fruit has now reached the 
size of a pea. If it can be protect- 
ed by foliage before the hot days 
of June and July a fair crop may 
_ yet be obtained. : 
The weather of the next week or 
s, ten days will decide the fate of the 
_ «second bloom fruit, in Mr. Wilder’s 
opinion. Leaves which have been 
\ slow in starting will be sufficiently 
advanced by that time to afford 
. the fruit some protection from the

Marking the historic route fol- 


and his 33 intrepid followers on 
their march from Sonora to Mon- 
terey, the historical landmarks 
committee of the Native Sons of 
the Golden West will dedicate a 
memorial tablet to Anza at a 
point. in Cahuilla Pass near the 
Cahuilla Indian reservation Sun- 
day, May 25. , 

“Phe delegation from the Native 
‘Sons will be headed by former 
Congressman J. R. Knowland of 
Oakland. The delegation will 
come to Hemet Sunday morning 
and proceed at once ‘to Cahuilla. 

It was 150 years ago that Anza 
and his followers passed through 
the Hemet-San Jacinto valley. 
Anza made two expeditions, one 
in 1774 and the other im 1775-6. 
While Don Jose de Galvez was 
organizing his first attempt at the 
conquest of California, Anza pe- 
titioned that he be permitted to! 
make the journey overland from 
Sonora by way of the Rios Gila 
and Coloiado, to meet the expedi- 
tion of Portola at Monterey Bay. 
His request was refused. Finally, 
however, the king of Spain ap- 
proved the plan and ordered the 
establishment of El Camino Real 
—the King’s Highway. On Janu- 
ary 8, 1774, Anza set out on his 
long, hazardous journey. The 
party consisted of 34 persons, in- 
eluding 20 soldiers and two Fran- 
cisan priests. 

The expedition passed into the 
San Jacinto mountains on March: 
11. 1774. ‘The party camped one

RESULT OF KAGT 
DEATH IN JAIL 


Recommendations of Council- 
man Isaac Jones, chairman of the 
police committee of the council, 
following an investigation of the 
death of J. R. Kast in the city 
jail on the morning of May 4, 
that in the future no one be 
placed in*the jail in an uncon- 
scious or semi-conscious condition 
without a doctor being called to 
determine the condition of the 
prisoner, were adopted by the city 
council last night. The recom: 
mendations were made following 
the presentation to the council of 
a complete report of the police 
committee’s investigations. 

The report found that Patrolman 
Harry Smith had been notified 
that two intoxicated men were at- 
tempting to create a disturbance 
at a private dance and that he 
went to find Kast in an apparent 
stupor with two men attempting to 
raise him to his feet. It recited 
further that O. L. Dixon was re- 
ported to have announced on two 
occasions that the man was in 
need of a’ doctor, but that he had 
failed to give any reason for such 
announcement and that no one 
had informed the police that Kast 
had been injured. 

The police committee found 
further that there was a distinct 
odor about Kast resembling that 
of alcohol and that he had every 
appearance of being in an intox- 
icated condition. The report held 
that too much had been taken for 
granted om the part of the police, 
members of the dancing party and 
Kast’s own companions.

THIRTY MILLION 
DOLLAR REFUND 


Thirty million dollars will be dis- 
tributed by the government to ap- 
proximately 100,000 taxpayers in 
Southern California during the 
next six months on account of re- 
funds of overpayment of taxes for 
the last five years in connection 
with the recent community prop 
erty income ruling and the inher- 
itance tar decision. 

Collector of Internal Revenue 
Rex B. Goodcell announced yes- 
terday that checks for all of these 
refunds will be drawn at Wash- 
ington and sent to his office for 
distribution. Careful check will 








“| be made in the local office before 


the checks are presented to tax- 
payers to ascertain if credits have 
already been taken on income pay- 
ments or if the taxpayer is in 
arrears on his current taxes. 

“The distribution of $30,000,000 
in the ten counties of Southern 
California cannot fail to exercise 
a beneficient effect on business in 
general and tend to make even 
more staple the dependable and 
ever-increasing prosperity in this 
section of the country,’ said the 
collector. 

In presenting his survey of the 
refunds due in Southern Cali- 
fornia and the income-producing 
power of the local district, Col- 
lector Goodcell called attention to 
three facts: * 

That the ten counties of the 
Los Angeles District paid more in- 
come tax ‘for the first quarter of 
the present year than any one of 
the following 40 states: Alabama, 
Arizona, Arkansas, Colorado, Con- 
necticut, Delaware, Florida, 
Georgia, Idaho, Indiana, Iowa, Kan- 
sas, Kentueky, Louisiana, Maine, 
Maryland, Minnesota, Mississippi, 
Missouri, Montana, Nebraska, Ne- 
vada, New Hampshire, New Mex- 
ico, North Carolina, North Dakota, 
Oklahoma, Oregon, Rhode Island, 
South Carolina, South Dakota, 
Tennessee, Texas, Utah, Vermont, 
Virginia, Washington, West Vir- 
.ginia, Wisconsin and Wyoming. 

That the ten southern counties 
paid more- income taxes for the 
first quarter of 1924 than two New 
York districts combined; more 
than three Ohio districts combin- 
ed and more than the 12th Penn- 
sylvania district; as much as the 
states of Connecticut, Delaware, 
New Hampshire, Rhode Island, 
Vermont and Maine combined; $1,- 
0000,000 more than twelve western 
states with a population of 7,340,- 
160 and an area of 1,060,487 square 
miles, as compared with Southern 
California’s population under the 
1920 census of 1,423,699 and an 
area less than one-tenth that of 
the twelve states. 

That only New York, population 
10,384,000; Pennsylvania, 8,700,~ 
000, and Tlinois, 6,485,000, exceed- 
ed California with its population 
of 3,426,000 in the ‘amount of in- 
come taxes paid by any state this 
year. :

“‘He was in good mental con- 
dition when paced on the 
train Saturday, and for some 
time had been normal, but it 
is probable that the anticipa- 
tion of again seeing his wife 
and family, for whom he ap- 
parently cared a great deal, 
caused a recurrent form of in- 


| sanity when he neared his 
home.’ ~ : 

Dr. Reily approved of tak- 
ing Barnett from the train as 
a pretautionary aet. Funds 
for Barnett’s transportatien 
home were furnished by his 
brother, of Caldwell. 

Ran Amuck On Overland

the overland as it left the Bar- 
stow yards on the morning of 
Feb. 7. Without warning, he 
drew a repolver and began 
firirig wildly. One bullet struck 
Conductor Morton in the back, 
fatally wounding him. A brake- 
man and a passenger were 
wounded before Barnett was 
eaptured by Constable Tom 
Williams, of Yermo, who was 
on the train, Barnett collapsed 
when the officer threatened 
him with a revolver. 

Barnett’s normal senses fe- 
turned under treatment at Pat- 
ton, and it is not believed that 
his attack yesterday is per- 
manent. ve
